This is the electronic final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS), dated January 17, 2019, and received by this office on 
January 17, 2019. You are seeking all email communications (including emails, email

A search of Office of the Chief of Information Officer (CIO) for documents responsive to your 
request produced a total of 77 pages. Of those pages, I have determined that 5 pages of the 
records are releasable in their entirety, 64 pages are partially releasable, and 8 pages are withheld 
in their entirety pursuant to Title 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(4), (b)(5) and (b)(6). 

FOIA Exemption 4 protects trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained 
from a person that is privileged or confidential. The courts have held that this subsection 
protects (a) confidential commercial information, the disclosure of which is likely to cause 
substantial harm to the competitive position of the person who submitted the information and (b) 
information that was voluntarily submitted to the government if it is the kind of information that 
the provider would not customarily make available to the public. I reviewed the responsive 
documents, the submitter’s objections to release, and relevant case law, and I determined that 
portions are exempt from disclosure under subsection (b)(4) of the FOIA and must be withheld 
in order to protect the submitter’s proprietary interests. 

FOIA Exemption 5 protects from disclosure those inter- or intra-agency documents that are 
normally privileged in the civil discovery context. The three most frequently invoked privileges 
are the deliberative process privilege, the attorney work-product privilege, and the attorney-client 
privilege. After carefully reviewing the responsive documents, I determined that portions of the 
responsive documents qualify for protection under the Deliberative Process Privilege. The 
deliberative process privilege protects the integrity of the deliberative or decision-making 
processes within the agency by exempting from mandatory disclosure opinions, conclusions, and 
recommendations included within inter-agency or intra-agency memoranda or letters. The 
release of this internal information would discourage the expression of candid opinions and 
inhibit the free and frank exchange of information among agency personnel. 

FOIA Exemption 6 exempts from disclosure personnel or medical files and similar files the 
release of which would cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This requires a 
balancing of the public’s right to disclosure against the individual’s right to privacy. The privacy 
interests of the individuals in the records you have requested outweigh any minimal public 
interest in disclosure of the information. Any private interest you may have in that information 
does not factor into the aforementioned balancing test. 

You have a right to appeal the above withholding determination. Should you wish to do so, you 
must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date of this letter, to: 
Privacy Office, Attn: FOIA Appeals, U.S. Department of Homeland Security, 245 Murray Lane, 
SW, Mail Stop 0655, Washington, D.C. 20528-0655, following the procedures outlined in the 


DHS FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. Part 5 § 5.8. Your envelope and letter should be marked 
“FOIA Appeal.” Copies of the FOIA and DHS FOIA regulations are available at 
www.dhs.gov/foia .

With the passage of the Critical Infrastructure Protection Act there are several new requirements 
specific to DHS for developing strategies and taking actions on critical infrastructure for cyber 
and other strategic threats. DHS has key analytical units that have lead in critical infrastructure 
work which they have coordinated with the FBI Infragard S1G emergency planning group with 
whom we also work closely. 

My colleague is one of DoD's top experts on the intersection of the OCONUS electric grid, 
cyber, and asymmetric threats. She has also worked with our private public partnership which 
has given her a birds eye view of the interagency challenges that will present themselves.

Dear President Trump, 

Thank you for promising, on November 21.2016, to direct ‘‘the Department of Defense 
and the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to develop a comprehensive plan to protect 
America’s vital infrastructure from cyber-attacks and all other form of attacks,” As Co- 
Chairman of the Congressional EMP Caucus, 1 have struggled for years against indifferent 
federal and private sector bureaucracies to protect the electric grid and other life-sustaining 
critical infrastructures from the potentially existential threat posed by natural and manmade 
electromagnetic pulse (EMP)—the ultimate cyber threat. 

The Congressional EMP Commission warns that if the electric grid is not protected, a 
prolonged worst-case nationwide blackout caused by EMP or certain other causes could, within 
one year, lead the to the death of more than 70% of the American population through starvation 
and societal collapse. Yet if the electric grid is protected from the worst threat-—nuclear EMP 
attack—this would mitigate all lesser threats, including natural EMP from solar storms, non¬ 
nuclear EMP from radio frequency weapons, cyber-attacks, physical sabotage, and severe 
weather. The EMP Commission estimates the national electric grid could be protected from a 
catastrophic failure for about $2 billion in non-federal money, through a very modest increase in 
electric rates. 

I am encouraged to learn how seriously you take the threat to our nation’s critical 
infrastructures-especially given your history as a “man of action” who will not sit idly by and 
allow the sclerotic federal bureaucracy and industry lobbyists prevent the reforms and permanent 
fixes which could easily address this problem. As challenges of this nature go, this is a relatively 
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easy problem to address. When I took a team of experts to Israel to explain to the Israeli 
government the threat and identify the vulnerabilities of their grid, they called it an “attractive 
problem to have” because, while existential in its nature, it is imminently solvable given the 
appropriate political will. 

As you have no doubt already been briefed, our Department of Defense installations rely 
upon our civilian electric grid for approximately 99% of their power requirements, to say 
nothing of their reliance on life support services such as water and sewage (nearly all of which 
would be shut down in the event of a grid failure). Even as we spend billions of dollars 
hardening key infrastructure on our nuclear deterrent, command and control centers, missile 
defense infrastructure, and even our Navy ships, it is growing increasingly obvious to many 
leaders in the Defense community we must also harden our civilian electric grid upon which our 
defense infrastructure relies to be able to effect its mission, 

The Congressional EMP Commission found that the war plans of Russia, China, North 
Korea, and Iran aim at the technological “Achilles Heel” that is our unprotected electric grid. 
These potential adversaries could attack the civilian grid at the outset of any conflict with the 
United States, making coordinated use of cyber, physical sabotage, and EMP to achieve a rapid 
and decisive victory—without ever having lo do battle with U.S. military forces. EMP attack is 
the ultimate weapon in their vision of Combined-Arms Cyber Warfare that they describe as the 
greatest Revolution in Military Affairs in history, enabling one civilization to conquer another, 
literally in the course of a single day. 

Thanks to the passage of the Critical Infrastructure Protection Act in the form of Section 
1913 of the Fiscal Year 2017 National Defense Authorization Act, your Administration has an 
unprecedented opportunity to harden the civilian electric grid upon which our defense 
infrastructure relies to function. To this end, I urge you take the follow actions: 

Appoint Commissioners to the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
(FERC) with a mandate from the President directing them by special duty to 
remediate the failed electricity security policies and practices of the previous 
Administration and strive to achieve grid security for the U.S. population 
with all due haste. The mandate should be based on nothing but national 
security threat analyses and, while working closely with the utility industry on 
solutions, should preclude the industry from making independent determinations 
as to which threats should be addressed. Such threat assessments should be the 
sole province of our national security apparatus. 

Take special care to choose FERC appointees who arc driven to succeed in 
securing the grid in a timely fashion which will keep us ahead of and 
protected from the variety of threats that can destroy it. The U.S. electricity 
grid is the “single point of failure” for our critical infrastructure. Nearly all other 
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critical U.S. infrastructure functions rely upon it (defense, continuity of 
government operations, law enforcement/first responders, water, food, energy 
such as dams and petroleum refining, and other sectors). Your future FERC 
Commissioners must immediately make plans to protect the grid from EMP, 
geomagnetic storms, cyber-attacks, physical attacks, natural disasters, and 
sabotage in the manufacturing supply chain. Examples in the attached document 
from recent history strongly justify special national security and experiential 
criteria should be applied in selecting FERC Commissioners.

I implore you to leverage their expertise for the good of the 
American people in the form of a Presidential Commission to Assess the Threat to 
the United States from Electromagnetic Pulse Attack and use them to assist in the 
threat assessment which will be conducted regularly under Sec. 1913 of the FY17 
NDAA. 

Mr. President, I thank you again for your commitment to protect America from the new 
way of warfare represented by cyber-attacks combined with EMP. Your victory in 
November gives me great hope that the lineal assessment, planning, and mitigation called for 
in Sec. 1913 of the FY17 NDAA will be carried out by individuals who take the threat to our 
electric grid seriously.
